Shanghai, October 1st, 1909. 
“No good man would be a soldier, no good 
iron wouid be a nail,” runs a popular proverb 
in Chinese, and to carry arms was considered 
about the lowest degradation that could be- 
fall one. A soldier was likened unto a dog

to secure justice and fair dealing from the outer 
world. 

Li Hung-chang initiated the movement over 
ten years ago, by establishing military schools 
on modern lines, but the inherent antipathy

employed to watch a house, and for centuries 
no Chinese gentleman was found in the military 
service of his country. The result has been 
humiliating. Defeat after defeat at the hands 
of the despised barbarians, surrender and alien- 
ation of territory, threats and intimidation 
from every side, and all the indignities the 
strong is wont to heap on the weak, has been 
China’s lot. 

But the change has come. Slowly it has 
been driven home to the nation that the Ana- 
lects of Confucius are impotent to ward off and 
conquer the barbarian rifles and big guns, and 
that if the nation is to exist, force must be met 
with force. It isa sad spectacle to witness the 
oldest nation in the world with ideals centered 
in the pursuit of peace and commerce, being 
compelled through the exigencies of our 20th 
century civilization to shake off its hoary tradi- 
tions, and reluctantly accept the last resort 
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career made it difficult to find students, and 
it was not until four years ago that the move- 
ment received any support from the country. 
Yuan Shih-kai’s remarkable success with the 
Northern Army inspired a sudden high respect 
and admiration for the new soldiers, and the 
effect’ of Japan’s victory over Russia, on the 
Chinese mind, completely broke down the old 
ideas. What Japan could do, China could de, 
for are we not the superior race, reasoned the 
iatter. 


The Imperial Edict authorizing the creation 
of 36 divisions, and a programme extending 
over 10 years ending with the establishment of 
an Imperial Army of 1,085,976 men on a war 
footing quickly followed, and today the energies 
of the central and provincial authorities are 
being taxed to the limit to carry through the 
scheme. At the same time a large naval pro- 
gramme has been entered on, to be completed 
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pleted, the Empire will then be well able to 
stand alone, command t, and success- 
fully combat any further encroachments on her 
authority. It is to be feared, however, that 
unless wiser counsels prevail, the younger ele- 
ment, already imbued with the military spirit, 
will not remain content with the existing situa- 
tion, but will launch the Empire into a war.for 
the recovery of lost territorial rights. « Until 
pitted against a foreign foe, it is unprofitable - 
to hazard an opinion as to the efficiency and 
fighting qualities of the Chinese. In their 
own opinion they are invincible, and this belief 
and their utter contempt for the foreign bar- 
barians, constitutes the greatest menace te 
the peace of the world seven hence. It 
takes centuries of warfare and military tradi- 
tions to make good fighting men, and in«this - 
fact lies the pity of the spectacle of a peacefirl

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THE PHILIPPINE BUREAU OF LABOR 


A laudable effort is being made by the Phil- 
ippine Government to regulate the relation 
between employer and employee so as to avoid 
the serious effect of strikes upon the industries 
of the country and their menace to the welfare 
of the laboring classes. For this purpose the 
bureau of labor was authorized, and when prop- 
erly organized it is believed will serve to smooth 
out many differences that have heretofore inter- 
fered with the greatest measure of co-operation 
between capital and labor, so necessary to the 
proper development of the resources of the is- 
lands. 

The operations of this department are receiv- 
ing every assistance on behalf of the Insular 
authorities and, while little may be said of the 
outcome, there is already evidence of the prac- 
tical service this bureau may render to the cause 
once well under way, and enjoying the confi- 
dence of both sides of the labor question. 

In the recent strike of cigar workers an effort 
was made to adjust differences, and with a 
measure of success. Indeed, the majority of 
the workers subscribed to the arrangement arriv- 
ed at through the efforts of the Bureau, and had 
there been a general sentiment among the strik- 
ing workmen to abide by the decision of the 
majority, further trouble would have been 
averted. However, it became necessary for 
the authorities to intervene to protect the 
majority from the organized effort of the minor- 
ity to intimidate and assault. 

It was the first opportunity the Bureau 
found to offer its good offices, and its success 
in bringing about an adjustment satisfactory 
to the manufacturer and the majority of the 
employees is far from discouraging. It has 
served to impress upon the workingman that 
striking is a precarious method of winning 
substantial recognition, a costly experiment at 
best, and that such a course should only be 
taken after every other means have been ex- 
hausted. The Bureau of Labor is endeavoring 
to bring the industrial to a realization of ‘his 
relation to the industry with which he is identi- 
fied, of the loss sustained through strikes by 
both capital and labor remaining idle while 
some minor matter relative to the relationship 
of the two is being adjusted. The 3ureau of 
Labor realizes that it will take some time to 
gain any measure of the confidence of the in- 
dustrial unless the labor leaders cooperate in 
the work. This they failed to do in the recent 
trouble and have by their actions demonstrated 
their incapacity to properly serve the interests 
of their following or of the community. 

We are glad tosee, however, that great activ- 
‘ity is promised in a campaign of education by 
the Bureau to develop among the workingmen 
a proper sentiment and attitude toward 
industrial questions. 

The progress of this work will be watched 
with great interest by. many who find the labor 
problem in the Far East a very serious one. 
Whether it be possible to destroy the old ‘“‘jefe’”’ 
system and substitute for it one in which indi- 
vidual intelligence will co-operate to its con- 
trol, is a serious question confronting the dif- 
ferent departments of Philippine industry. 

The news from Canada would indicate that 
the legislation provided to prevent industrial 
warfare in the form of strikes and known as the 
“Industrial Disputes Preventative Investiga- 
tion Act,’’ which went into effect in 1907, has 
been a success. In McClure’s Magazine for 
September, under the caption ‘“The Best Way to 
Prevent Industrial Warfare,’’ Ex-President Chas. 
W. Elliot of Harvard writes: 

“The chief feature of the beneficent Canadian 
act called the Industrial Disputes Investigation 
Act was the requirement that, in the event of a 
dispute arising in any industry known as a 
public utility, it should be illegal to resort to a 
strike or lockout until the matters in dispute 
had been made the subject of an investigation 
before a board of conciliation and investigation, 
to be established under specified rules by the 
Canadian Minister of Labor. Under this act 
either party to a dispute may apply for the ap- 
pointment of a board of investigation. Each 
of the two parties to the dispute may nominate 
one member of the board, and these two may 
select the third who serves as chairman of the 
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board of three. If either party fails to nominate 
a member, the Minister of Labor appoints that 
member; and if the two members fail to agree 
upon the third member, the Minister appoints 
the third member. The board will therefore 
inevitably be constituted, and will go to work 
if either party to the dispute applies for an in- 
vestigation.” 

“On the fifty-five applications received, 
strikes were avoided or ended in twenty-five 
coal mines and four metalliferous mines; in 
fifteen railroads and three street railways; in 
two bodies of longshoremen; in one body of 
teamsters and in one body of sailors; and in 
two industries not public utilities. There were 
two cases in which strikes were not averted or 
endec. Only two cases, therefore, out of fifty- 
five ultimately resulted in strikes.” 


“It is the best piece of legislation in the world 
for the prevention and settlement of lockouts 
and strikes in an important class of industries 
which, in the interest of the nation as a whole, 
ought never to be interrupted.” 


In connection with the above excerpts it 
might be well to note that of the 55 applications 
for the appointment of boards, seven were 
made by employers, 46 by employees, and two 
by both. 

This encouragement may serve to give 
the Bureau of Labor for the Philippines encour- 
agement and incline the pessimistic to reserve 
their verdict until every opportunity is given 
to werk out this great problem among a people 
but recently encouraged to individual effort 
and under conditions and environments that, to 
say the least, are discouraging. 

The high standard of intelligence of the Cana- 
dian industrial must be considered in the prom- 
ising outcome of a year’s experience in the 
prevention of industrial revolutions. And whe- 
ther the same methods would apply success- 
fully to industria! problems in the Philippines 
may, we believe, be measured by the relative 
individual intelligence of the Philippine worker 
and the Canadian industrial. 





: THE WHANGPOO CONSERVANCY 


The suspension of the Whangpoo Conserv- 
ancy operations has been the subject of much 
comment in the Shanghai press, and shipping 
circles are greatly interested as to the action 
of the Consular Body upon representations made 
by the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce to 
secure the unanimous consent of the members 
of the Conservancy Board for the closing of the 
Ship Channel and the provision of funds to 
continue the necessary dredging operations. 
The following correspondence between the 
Secretary of the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Secretary of the Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board throws some light on the 
situation:

DEAR SIR:— 

In consequence of rumours having reached 
my Committee that the work in connection 
with the Conservancy of the Whangpoo is not 
proceeding as expeditiously as is desirable, I 
venture to ask for information on the following 
points—whether— H 

1.—Permission has been granted to the 
Engineer-in-Chief to close up the upper end 
of Ship Channel. | 

2.—If sufficient funds are available for the 
purpose. 

3.—If sufficient funds are also available 
for continuing the dredging operations in the 
“‘Astraea’’ Channel, so as to ensure that Channel 
being available for shipping when the other is 
closed.

1st.—That at a meeting of Conservancy 
Board on the 1st September, permission to 
proceed with the closing of Ship Channel was 
given to Mr. de Rijke by the Commissioner of 
Customs and the Taotai’s representative, Mr. 
Onanu. Subsequently, in a letter dated 7th 
moon 25th day (9th September 1909) to the 
Commissioner of Customs, the Taotai disclaim- 
ed all responsibility if the closing of Ship Channel 
was proceeded with. 3% 
ond.—In the opinion of the Commissioner 
of Customs there are sufficient funds to close 
Ship Channel if the accumulated interest fund 
in Taotai’s hands is paid to Conservancy account. 
3rd.—Dredging operations at a slower rate 
than hitherto can be continued for about six 
months, if this fund which amounts to about 
Sh. Taels 190,000.00 is handed over; this should 
ensure the “‘Astraea’”’ Channel being available 
for shipping (it is being used by practically all 
the shipping now) when the other is closed 
though Mr. de Rijke considers even more dred- 
ging may be required in it.

i have the honor to enclose copies of letters 
exchanged with the Conservancy Board. 

My Committee consider the reply to their 
letter of the rith instant unsatisfactory, fand 
now appeal to the Consular Body to obtain 
the united consent of the Conservancy Board 
to the closing of the Ship Channel, and the pro- 
vision of any necessary funds required to con- 
tinue the dredging operations as expeditiously 
as is required by the Engineer-in-Chief. 

It will, no doubt, appear to you and your 
colleagues that the closing of Ship Channel can 
only go on at the same time as dredging in Junk 
Channel, as the Engineer-in-Chief requires the 
mud dredged to fill up the former channel. 

At the present time only two-thirds of the 
stream is running through the new channel and 
to anyone who has followed Mr. de Rijke’s 
scheme, it must be clear that to prevent any 
silting up in Junk Channel, dredging must be 
continued. 

I have therefore the honor to request that 
representations be made, as soon as possible, 
to the Authorities concerned, as my Committee 
are convinced that the work at the present 
juncture is of the utmost importance.

The above letters with estimates of the cost of 
the amelioration of the river were submitted 
at a meeting of the Chamber, September 27th. 
So far as has been learned no action has been 
taken to provide for the continuation of this 
important work. 

According to the estimates submitted by 
John S. de Rijke, Esq., Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Board, $5,340,000 will be needed for actual 
work during the three years ending July rst, 
1912, and a further expenditure of $2,558,820 
during two years ending July 1st, 1914, making 
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in all $7,898,820. This does not include the 
cost of administration which is estimated will 
cost about $294,000 annually. 

Referring editorially to the minutes of the 
Shanghai General |Chamber of Commerce 
meeting, the North China Daily News says 
that they add nothing to what the News had 
already published “‘except in so far as the 
Chamber is shown to be taking the strongest 
possible attitude in the matter. No hint is 
given of the reasons for which the accumu- 
lated interest fund (of Tis. 190,000) in the Tao- 
tai’s hands is not paid over. Perhaps none is 
required; and since the question has passed 
into higher hands there is little use in pursuing 
a controversy with the local native authorities. 
It is to the Chinese Government that Shanghai 
has to look for satisfaction; and in that it is 
nearly a fortnight since this question was brought 
to the notice of the Diplomatic Body, we can- 
not too strongly protest against the delay in 
afriving at some definite conclusion. ,It is 
fairly generally understood that the Chamber 
of Commerce adjourned its meeting last Monday 
until to-day in the hope that the intervening 
week would have brought some answer from 
Peking. What actually appears to have hap- 
pened is that the period allotted to the Chinese 
Government, within which to choose between 
providing funds for the —_— and reversion 
to the Peace Protocol of 1901, has been extended. 
Whether the duration of that period is to depend 
upon the actual needs of the Huangpu or on 
the superior wisdom of Peking is not apparent. 
In the meantime every day’s delay increases 
both the danger of work done being undone, 
and of the ultimate cost of completion. At 
the time that the last soundings were taken, 
Astraea_Channel showed a depth at low tide 
springs of 18 ft. But the width over which this 
obtaiied was not equal; and only last Friday, 
if we are not misinformed, a ship drawing 20 
ft. 6 ins. touched bottom where she was sup- 
posed to have found 24 ft. 

“As has been said before, experts differ as 
to the length of time for which dredging may 
be suspended. But in that it must be resumed 
one day or another, no good result can come of 
delay, still less, in view of the Chinese Govern- 
ment’s familiar methods of procrastination. of 
indecision.”

NEW LIQUID CEMENT INVENTION 


A revolution in the cement industry is heralded 
in the Japanese Press as the result of the dis- 
covery of a new process of manufacture by the 
use of thermo-electricity. The process is secret 
and is controlled by Mr. Takashi, technicalexpert 
of the Japan Nitrogen Fertilize Company, and 
Mr. Tsuneichi Fujiyama of the same company. 
The Japan Matl gives the following description 
of the process: 

“Ordinary cement is a compound of lime 
and clay, as every one knows, heated almost to 
fusing point that is, to 1,200°—1,400° of Celsius. 
The new product, which has been just patented, 
is made of the same materials, but the process 
of manufacturing is quite new. Instead of 
using coal for heating, the new cement is ob- 
tained by heating the mixture with thermo- 
electricity of the high degree of 3,000 of Celsius, 
at which point the matter is fused and becomes 
liquid, and is afterwards cooled. The use of 
thermo-electricity in the manufacture of cement 
has never been known, though Edison is said 
to have once tried it as an experiment, so the 
honor goes to the present inventors. By the 
new methods various imperfections, instability 
of quality, amd expensive processes unavoid- 
able under the existing method of manufacture 
will be obviated, besides many other advantages. 
Should the new cement prove popular, it will 
prove a severe blow to Portland cement manu- 
facturers. Speaking of the new invention, a 
specialist says that whether liquid cement 
is ideally perfect or not is a question at present; 
and even granting that it is perfect, it is not 
certain whether it can be turned out on scale 
sufficiently large for economic purposes. It is 
necessary for starting a factory to obtain a place 
where hydro-electricity can be cheaply obtained, 
otherwise the practical utilitv of the invention 
‘will not be much.” 
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DEATH OF H. E. CHANG CHIH-TUNG 


His Excellency Chang Chih-Tung, Grand 
Secretary, Grand Councillor and President 
of the Board of Education, died at Peking, 
October 5th, after 47 years of active official life 
during which time he rose from a reader in the 
Hanlin Academy to the highest position in the 
gift of the Emperor. The late Grand Secretary 
was born in 1835 in Nan-pei, Chihli, and rose 
through the offices of provincial governor and 
viceroy of many provinces to the position of 
Grand Councillor to which he was appointed in 
1906. He was recognized as a man of great 
literary ability and, while not practical in man 
ways, proved himself a friend of reform whi 
inclined to greater facilities for education. 
He was instrumental in establishing several 
colleges and encouraged industrial education. 
He was jealous of China’s ancient literature and 
customs, and his last years were marked by an 
effort to stem the tide in favor of western learn- 
ing throughout the Empire. Perhaps the most 
important act of his long career from a forei 
viewpoint washis refusal in 1900 tocomply with 
an edict issued at the time of the Boxer troubles 
and directing all the viceroys and governors to 
send all available troops to assist the Boxers. 
It later developed that the edict was forged 
and issued by Prince Tuan, but there is reason 
to believe that Chih-Tung saw that only 
disaster would follow such a course. His 
appointment to the Council was believed to have 
been made to counteract the influence of Yuan 
Shih-Kai, and whether this is true or not, it is 
recognized ee es ee 
tion of the late Grand Councillor, the reform 
movement would have made much greater 
headway in the Empire. 

His death is believed to have resulted from 
continued worry over the jSzechuan-Hankow 
Railway Loan.

where on earth. : 

The forestry bureau will make a very inter- 
esting exhibit, as will the bureau of agriculture. 
One of the most interesting features of ‘the 
bureau of science will be silk culture, which is 
destined to be one of the most important in- 
dustries of the Philippines within a very short 
while. 

There is to be an agricultural co in 
Manila during the carnival, which will be. at- 
tended by the leading planters and other agri- 
culturalists all over the islands, who will be 
addressed by experts in the various lines .of 
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agriculture represented in the Philippines. 

y will be given lectures on the’ best methods 
of sugar production, on how to get the best 
results from cocoanuts, and the various makers 
of hemp machines will hold a contest to demon- 
strate the abilities of their various machines. 
The latter will be one of the main features of 
the carnival, for the contest will be under gov- 
ernment supervision and, when it is finally 
completed, will show very conclusively which 
ones of the many fiber stripping machines which 
have been placed on the market in recent years 
are capable of doing the work claimed for them. 


Invitations have been issued by the carnival 
association and the Governor Genera! of the 
a to the 300 business men of the 
Pacific coast of the United States who are to 
pay a visit to China early next year for the 
purpose of studying commercial conditions in 
that country, to extend their itinerary to in- 
clude the Philippines and to be here during the 
carnival, and offering as an inducement the 
industrial features of the big carnival. It 1s 
believed that the invitations will be accepted, 
and if they are, it will be the means of bringing 
into close contact the producers of Philippine 
products and the men who buy them at home. 

Taken all in all, the Philippine Carnival for 
1910 promises to be the most successful affair 
of oj sort ever attempted in this part of the 
world.

nation assuming the garb of warriors. Ab- 
horring the idea of force through so many cen- 
turies, accustomed to settle his differences by 
reason instead of the sword, the love of peace 
and disinclination to fight has become ingrain- 
ed in the Chinese character, and it will take 
many years to root out this hereditary instinct 
in their nature. 


But the issue must come sooner or later, 
and the fate of China will then be determined. 
Already the subsidized organ in Shanghai of 
the younger generation of Chinese officials in 
its weekly tirades against Japan, frequently 
refers to the terrible day of reckoning in store 
for the Japanese. Reflecting, as it does, the 
sentiment of many who expect to be in power 
several years hence, the world may well view 
with deep concern, and follow with interest 
the development of the programme China is now 
committed to. Meanwhile the market for 
rifles, guns, war ammunitions, and equipment 
for the many proposed arsenals, dockyards 
and depots will keep foreign factories working 
overtime, and this phase of the reform is what 
really appeals after all to the manufacturers 
of the world, 


THE ARMY PROGRAMAE 


The new army scheme for China, originating 
with Yuan Shih-kai, embraces the organization 
and equipment of 36 Divisions exclusive of 
the Imperial Guard Corps of three divisions or 
30,000 men now being-formed in Peking. This 
new or National Army, as differentiated from 
the provincial troops, is to be called the Lu-Chun, 
and have a modern organization, copied almost 
bedily from the Japanese, The authority 
is vested in the Ministry or Board of Army 
Affairs (Lu-Chun-pu) at Peking, established by 
Imperial Edict dated June 1, 1907. This Board 
is at present composed of a President (H. E. 
Tieh-Liang,) two Vice-Presidents, two Council- 
lors and two Secretaries, Prince Ching, the

venerable Imperial Statesman, has held the 
post of Senior President of the Board, until 
relieved at his own request about a month ago, 
The Board is divided into a central depart- 
ment, a Military Council and ten bureaus. The 
first acts as a central registry and deals with all 
general matters, not allotted to the bureaus. 
The Council handles all matters of organization 
and intelligence, and the ten bureaus deal 
iargely with corps matters, such as transport 
or quartermaster, commissary, arms, ammu- 
nition, artillery, forts, recruiting, military law, 
cavalry, etc. In addition to the bureaus, there 


is a General Staff divided into 5 bureaus and 
sub-divided into 15 sections. Its prescribed 
establishment is 58 officials and i4 military 
officers, who work out plans of national defense, 
and supervise generally the instruction of officers 
for the staff and contrel the military academies 
and schools. The active direction of the Iu- 
Chun is controlled by the Board, though for 
organization, discipline, supply and pay the 
provincial viceroys or governors are responsible. 
The latter are also responsible forthe efficiency 
of their troops, which are periodically inspected 
by generals attached to the central Board, but 
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appointed by the Throne for this special duty. 

Each of the 36 divisions of the Lu-Chun is 
to consist of two brigades of infantry (four 
regiments), one regiment of cavalry, one regi- 
ment of artillery, one battalion of engineers, 
one battalion of transport, one hospital com- 
pany, one balloon, and one machine gun section. 

The infantry brigades, of two regiments each, 
will consist of three battalions ‘of four com- 
panies each to the regiment, or six battalions 
to the brigade, each battalion to have a total 
of 659 officers, men, and servants. Of these, 
504 are actual rifle bearers and 36 supernumera- 
ries. The brigade strength will, therefore, be 
about 4,036 men. 

The cavalry regiments are organized into 
three squadrons of 4 troops éach, and each 
squadron has a strength of 363 officers and 
men—224 actual sabres and 16 supernumeraries. 
The regiment has a total strength of 1,116. 

The artillery regiments consist of three bat- 
talions of 3 batteries of 6 guns each or a total 
of 54 guns. In the north, the field guns out- 
number the mountain guns, while the reverse 
obtains in mountainous provinces. Each bat- 
talion has a total strength of 568 men, officers 
and servants, of whom 378 are actual fighting 
men with 27 supernumeraries. The total 
strength of the regiment is 1,731. 

The battalions of engineers, transports, etc., 
are practically the same as the infantry. Thus 
the Division when at full strength will consist 
as follows:—

or in round numbers 12,500 men. 

The regulations in force provide for three 
years’ service with the colors, when the men 
pass into the first reserve, where they serve 
three years, being called out for drill one month 
each year. Then they pass to the second reserve 
for 4 years, being subject for drill one month in 
the second and fourth years each. This com- 
pletes their military service of ten years. 

Of course at the outset the proposed reserves 
of the Lu-Chun cannot be counted on in bring- 
ing the army up a war footing, and the Board 
of War has designated the regular provincial 
troops as the second line of defence. The 
Hsun-fang-tui is the name given to these forces, 
who are directly under the control of the pro- 
vincial rulers, and constitute the police force or 
constabulary of the Provinces. While not 
always organized on modern lines, they are 
generally armed and equipped with modern 
rifles, accoutrements, and uniforms, and in 
some cases like Tientsin, Nanking, and the more 
important provincial capitals, they are modern 
drilled. They are organized into’ territorial 
districts called ‘‘Iu’’ in each province. Each 
“lu’’? contains a certain number of “‘ying’’ or 
battalions of infantry or cavalry, divided into 
3 “‘shao’”’ or companies. In the infantry each 
company has 97 officers and men and each 
battalion 301. A cavalry company has 57 
officers and men and the battalion 181. The 
number of these men in the various provinces 
is difficult to ascertain, but has been variously 
estimated as between 400,000 to 500,000. Until 
such time as the regular reserves of the Lu- 
Chun have been completed—1o years—these 
provincial forces will take this place in an emer- 
gency. . 

So on the completion of the new programme 
the strength of the army on a peace footing 
will be 450,000 men and officers, and 1,085,970 
on a war basis. On a peace basis the unit is 
the Division of 12,500, but on a war basis it 
will be an army corps, consisting in addition to 
the regular divisions, of a reserve division, a 
reserve brigade, and three reserve battalions. 
Each of the 36 divisions is to be brought up to 

‘ war strength in this manner. 
His EXCELLENCY, YUAN SHIH KAI, This in brief is the general outline of the 
programme being followed at present, and while 
considerable progress has been made, the reforms 
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have been delayed and postponed by the gov- 
ernors and viceroys under various flimsy pre- 
texts, the favorite one being lack of funds. 
As such large increase in expenditure must be 
provided from means of taxation, considered 
to be the personal perquisites of the governors, 
instead of falling in heartily with the scheme, 
many are pleading poverty and appealing to 
Peking for financial help. But those “higher 
up,” having at some time or other filled the posts 
of provincial governor or viceroy, have a very 
good grasp on the real situation, and the Board 
of Finance has recently submitted a memorial 
to the effect that if the provincial revenues were 
honestly accounted for, and the contribution 
to Peking faithfully allotted, it would net an 
additional Taels 30,000,000 per annum to the 
[Imperial Treasury. And so while in some urgent 
cases Peking has come to the rescue with funds, 
the Throne has admonished the viceroys and 
governors to get busy and bring their forces up 
to the required quota, under pain of severe 
penalty. 


DISTRIBUTION OF DIVISIONS 


The latest information as to the allotment 
of the new forces for each province and the 
progress of the same is as follows:— 

CHIN-CHI (in the vicinity of Peking) there are 
to be four Divisions. Two of these are now 
completed. 

CHIHLI PROVINCE, two Divisions—both are 
completed. 

SHANTUNG PROVINCE, two Divisions—one is 
completed. 

KIANGSU PROVINCE, two Divisions; The 
Division at Nanking has been completed, and 
Soochow has trained one brigade of infantry 
two companies of artillery, two companies of 
cavalry, and one company of engineers. 

KIANG-PEI (Northern Kiangsu), one ‘Division 
—of those one brigade of infantry, two battalions 
of artillery, and two squadrons of cavalry have 
been formed at Tsingkiangpu on the Grand 
Canal. 

ANHUI PROVINCE, one Division—one brigade 
of infantry, one squadron of cavalry, one bat- 
talion of artillery, one company of engineers, 
and one company of transport have been formed. 

KIANGSI PROVINCE, one Division—one bri- 
gade of infantry and two companies of cavalry 
have been formed. — 

HUNAN PROVINCE, one Division—one brigade 
of;infantry has been formed. 

HvUPE! PROVINCE, two Divisions—one divi- 
sion and one mixed brigade have been formed. 

HONAN PROVINCE, one Division. One bri- 
gade of infantry, two squadrons of cavalry, 
and two battalions of artillery have been formed. 

CHEKIANG PROVINCE, one Division—one bri- 
gade of infantry has been formed. 

FUKIEN PROVINCE, one Division—one bri- 
gade of infantry has been formed. 

KWANTUNG PROVINCE, two Divisions—one 
mixed brigadethas beenjformed. 

K:WANGSI PROVINCE, one Division—three 
battalions of infantry and one battalion of 
artillery have been formed. 

YUNNAN PROVINCE, two Divisions—one bri- 
gade of infantry and two battalions of artillery 
have been formed. 


KWEICHOW PROVINCE, one Division—one 
regiment of infantry has been formed. 

SZECHUEN. PROVINCE, three Divisions—one 
brigade of infantry has been organized. 

SHANSI PROVINCE, one Division—one bri- 
gade of infantry has been organized. 

SHENSI PROVINCE, one Division—one bri- 
gade of infantry and one battery of artillery 
have been organized. 

KANSU PROVINCE, two Divisions—one _bri- 
gade of infantry, two squadrons of cavalry, and 
two battalions of artillery have been organized. 

Hsin’ CHIANG Province (New Dominion), 
one Division—one regiment of infantry, two 
squadrons of cavalry, and two battalions of 
artillery have been organized. 

_ JEHOL (Chihli, outside Great Wall), one Divi- 
sion—one regiment of infantry and one squa- 
dron of cavalry, have been organized. 

SHENGKING PROVINCE, one Division—one 
brigade has been trained and also one battalion 
of artillery, 
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KIRIN PROVINCE, one Division—one brigade 
of infantry has been trained. 


HEILUNGCHIANG PROVINCE, one Division— 
no information as to new troops. 


Here are also stationed in Manchuria (Sheng- 
king and Kirin Provinces) one complete divi- 
sion and two mixed brigades taken from the 
Lu Chun formerly organized in Chihli Province 
by the Viceroy Yuen-shih-kai. 


According to the above estimate there are 7 
complete divisions, 17 mixed brigades, 4 regi- 
ments, with 16 odd battalions of artillery, 14 
cavalry squadrons, and three companies of 
engineers and transport now in existence, 
giving a total of about 180,000 men or 40% 
of the new programme. This is a good rate of 
progress for the first 3 years, and it seems en- 
tirely probable that the full 36 Divisions will 
be created in the next seven years as proposed 
by the Board of War. 


The interest displayed by the Regent and his 
Imperial brothers and cousins in the new army, 
which points towards the awakening of a military

spirit in the Rulers, is displayed by the Edicts 
of July last, which established the Military 
Advisory Board, with Princes Tsai Tao and 
Yu Lang as Presidents, and the appointment of 
Prince Tsai Fu to the command of the Imperial 
Guard Corps. The title of commander-in- 
Chief was prohibited to be used in future by 
Provincial authorities and generals, this honor 
being reserved exclusively for the Emperor, 
and during his minority by the Regent. 


IMPERIAL GUARD CORPS 


The new organization scheme, enacted recently, 
provides for the formation of an Imperial Guard 
Corps of 30,000 men or three Divisions. The 





Prince Regent himself will be the Titular Com- 
mander and the soldiers are to be raised entirely 
from the youths of the eighth Banner Corps, 
selected for their physique and learning. This 
will be a pure Manchu body guard for the de- 
fense of the Palace. One division of 10,000 will 
be organized immediately and in three years 
the Corps will be brought up to its full strength. 
Graduates from the Nobles’ College are being 
distributed to the various modern drilled divi- 
sions for six months’ instruction preparatory 
to appointments as officers in this special corps. 

Prince Tsai-fu, the second son of Prince 
Ching, who has just completed a tour around 
the world with Tang Shao-yi, has been appointed 


Commander-in-Chief of the Guard Corps, and 
Gen. Chiang Kuei-ti has been summoned to 
Peking to assume command of the first Division, 
When this Body Guard has been formed, the 
present Peking Gendarmerie will be abolished, 
and the new troops fill the functions also of 
policing the Capital. 


ACTIVITY IN THE BORDER PROVINCES 


As in Manchuria, with Russia and japan, so 
with the French in Yunnan, China is having 
her hands full in preserving her authority, but 
Yunnan is almost inaccessible, so the world 
hears little of any trouble. Only occasionally 
news drifts through to the coast, which indi- 
cates the way the wind blows. The building 
of the French railway to Yunnanfu has so far 
been free from any unpleasant diplomatic 
incidents, but in view of the professed policy 
of France in building the Yunnan road, China 
is naturally suspicious of her actions, and is 
taking every means to safeguard her integrity. 
The creation of the two modern drilled army 
divisions for this remote province has received 
the urgent attention of the Central Govern- 





ment, for only one brigade of infantry and 
two battalions of artillery have been organized. 
According to native reports, which are perhaps 
highly exaggerated, the French have distributed 
some 20,000 Annamites throughout Yunnan, 
many of them are engaged in the illicit trade of 
gun running. These men, while having every 
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| appearance of belonging to the Indo-Chine 


army, are settling in the towns along the rail- 


'way, adopting some trade or exploring the 


| mountains in search of minerals. 


he Chinese 


frontier police and authorities are puzzled to 
| account for the movement, and afraid to inter- 
'fere pending definite instructions from Peking. 


Peking has already irstructed the Viceroy to 


‘erect forts along the frontier, and has allowed 
‘the sum of Taels 2,000,000 from the central 
'treasury towards defraying the expenses of 


| organizing the new divisions. 


China has also 


| served notice on the French Minister, that she 
| will enlist her own guards for the protection of 
‘the Railway, and requested the withdrawal of 


the French guards from the Yunnan frontier. 


| Now that the railway is completed to Yunnanfu, 
| the question of guards will be raised, and unless 


China makes some resolute effort to protect the 


line in conformity with French demands, the 
Manchurian issue will be duplicated in the 
South. 

The southern provinces of Yunnan and 
Kuangsi along the Tongkong border, are the 
favorite haunts of revolutionaries and secret 
anti-dynastic societies, whose activities are a 
source of great anxiety to the provincial author- 
ities and the Central Government. The prev- 
alent state of unrest in these districts is a 
constant menace to the relations between 
China and France, and a slight disturbance 
would readily give the latter country sufficient 
justification to take strong measures for the 
protection of her interests. The last incident

near costing the Empire another surrender of 
rights as indemnity for the wounded feelings 
of France.

In Manchuria, the Hunghutzes, or “red beard”’ 
bandits, afford an ever ready pretext for Russia 
or Japan to increase their troops for the pro- 
tection of their interests, and these revolution- 
aries in the south are a like convenience to 
France. The failure of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to quell these bands may some day cost 
her dear, for at any time Russia, Japan, or 
France can conveniently justify a “vigorous 
policy” towards China, through her inability to 
guarantee protection. And this in spite of all 
existing treaties and compromises to respect 
her integrity. It is difficult to see how other 
disinterested friendly nations could interpose 
any effective protest, against such terms as 
might be imposed on China, as a result of such 
intervention in her affairs. Herein lies one of 
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the greatest dangers to the preservation of 
China’s integrity. 


That her high officials are keenly alive to 
this contingency is evidenced by the appropria- 
tion of funds from Peking for the Yunnan 
Army, and the peremptory orders to the Gov- 
ernor of Kuangsi to form at once his quota of 
the new forces, and similar urgent instructions 
to all the border authoritiés. The Kirin gov- 
ernment has been permitted to appropriate 
Taels 150,000 out of the Imperial Salt Revenue 
towards the expense of the division allotted to 
it, and is given one year to complete the organ- 
zation. 


Russia has been reinforcing the troops in the 
border city of Kiackta, ignoring the protest 
from Peking through the authorities at Urga. 
At the same time she has also adopted a new 
plan for the extension of her military system 
in Northern Manchuria, which embraces the 
organization of an army corps of 25,000 troops 
with general headquarters,at Harbin, where a 
Cossack regiment and three companies of artil- 
lery will be permanently located as railway 
guards. 


To the activity of Russia towards regaining 
her lost ground, commencing with the appro- 
priation of funds fer the construction of the 
Amur Railway, can be directly traced the atti- 
tude of Japan in forcing China’s hand in the 
Antung-Mukden Railway, and the concession 
for the Kirin extension to Hanchun.

border provinces. Of the 36 proposed - Divi- 
sions, Yunnan will furnish 2, Szechuen 3, Kansu 2, 
andthe New Dominion one. All of these 
districts are in remote sections of the Empire, 
rarely visited by Europeans and according to 
such reports as reach us from occasional travel- 
lers, the military propaganda is being actively 
carried out.. Dr. W. Edgar-Geil, who explored 


the whole length of the Great Wall, was deeply 
impressed with the fact that all over the country, 
even in the remotest villages, he found groups 
of young men drilling. In some cases there

were only ten to fifteen men, but it all appeared 
to be part of a concentrated plan, the precise 
object of which the people themselves appeared 
ignorant. Dr. Geil’s personal opinion is that it 
was all part of a general plan to prepare secretly 
an enormous Army. The results of Dr. Geil’s 
trip, and “his observations about the military 
preparations in Kansu were published in the 
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early part of last April, appearing in the North 
China Datly News of the 21st of the month. 
It isa remarkable coincidence that, immediately 
following its publication, the news came from 
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Gren. TUAN CHIH-KUEI, 
FOR SOME TIME CHIFF OF THE 
TIENTSIN MODERN POLICE, IM- 
PEACHED FOR RECEIVING GOVERN-

Peking on the 27th of April, that the Waiwupu 
had requested ‘the Foreign Ministers to forbid 
missionaries penetrating into the frontier prov- 
inces, as the people were in a crude state of 
civilization and the presence of foreigners might 
give rise to trouble. This solicitation for the 
welfare of the missionaries is in somewhat strik- 
ing contrast to the ordinary attitude at Peking

penetrating into remote regions, but it isdifferent 
with missionaries, who have larger liberties of 
action under treaties. The incident points to 
the fact that the publication of Dr. Geil’s ob- 
servations and personal conclusions were not 
relished by the Board of War. Greater weight 
was given fo the matter almost immediately 
afterwards, In May, His Excellency Tieh 
Iiang, the President of the Board of War, 
proposed to the Regent his transfer to the Vice- 
royalty of the Shenkan, with the avowed pur- 
pose of personally training the Kansu troops, 
and when this request was refused by the Regent, 
he suggested an inspection trip into Mongolia, 
Kansu,and Tibet, taking with him two batta- 
lions from the 1st Division of the Lu-Chun as 
escort, 

These facts forcibly illustrate the keen inter- 
est displayed by Peking to safeguard her fron- 
tiers, The activity of the Russians on all sides 
of Mongolia, the New Dominion, and Chinese 
Turkestan, and the periodical insurrections on 
the borders, have alarmed Peking, and strenuous

efforts are being put forth to create an army 
for defense. Some of the Border authorities 
have ignored the repeated commands of the 
Central Government to carry out their allotted 
share in the new army scheme, and under the 
pretext of insufficient funds have not made 
rapid headway, despite the urgency of the situa- 
tion. The Throne has admonished them again 
and again that they must raise the funds, and, 
if they fail to comply within a prescribed time 
they will be severely dealt with. 

In Szechuen, only one brigade of infantry of 
the Lu Chun has been organized and equipped, 
where their quota calls for six. In Kansu, 
which is expected to provide two Divisions, 
there is one Brigade of Infantry, two squadrons 
of cavalry and two battalions of artillery already 
in active service, though it is clear that this 
force is being rapidly augmented. Hsin Chiang 
Province or the New Dominion, is allotted one 
division, but to date only one regiment of in- 
fantry, two squadrons of cavalry, and two 
battalions of artillery are in evidence. 
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MONGOLIA 


Mongolia does not enter into the new organ- 
ization scheme, but the issues at stake there 
loom large on the political horizon, and steps 
are being taken to strengthen the hold of China 
on this agglomeration of independent tribes, 
and cement their adherence to the dynasty. 
Mongol Princes are in high favor at Court, and 
the Regent is appointing them to important 
offices. One of the principal Mongolian chief- 
tains, the Prince of Turgut, recently completed 
a military schooling in Japan, and on his return 
to Peking in May organized a Mongolian Society 
with the powerful Prince Na, the Dzassak of the 
Khalka tribe, as president, for the purpose of 
‘promoting reforms in Mongolia. The Prince of 
Turgut believes that the very existence of his 
country is threatened by Russia, and only a 
united front can saveit from ultimate absorption. 
The Regent heartily indorses these views and 
intends to appoint him to train the armies in 
Western Mongolia when he returns to his domi- 
nions, in the meanwhile appointing him to 
duty at the Palace. The Mongol Prince of 
Kharach’in has also been honored with the 
right of Imperial entree, and other lesser chief- 
tains have received marks of the Regent’s 
favor. |

In fact the important questions involving 
the defense of the dependencies are receiving 
a large share of the government’s immediate 
attention. Thibet, Mongolia, Hsin Chiang, 
and Manchuria are being rapidly colonized and 
becoming more Chinese than ever. Enormous 
numbers of emigrants are annually finding 
new homes in these lands hitherto given over 
to the wild tribes of the borders. Even into 
Tibet and the Ordes steppes the colonization is 
being pushed. Active government aid is ex- 
tended to those desirous of settling in Man- 
Pane and the extreme northern provinces are

thus being brought under cultivation. A 
traveller, recently returned from an extendea 
visit through Mongolia, affirms that an army of 
nearly 40,000 armed with modern rifles, and 
drilled by Japanese instructors, has been placed

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during the last two years in Urumtchi in Hsin 
Chiang or Chinese Turkestan, and the old frontier 
ports of Kuldja and Bulomtokhoi in Tarbagatai 
have been greatly strengthened . These figures 
must be greatly exaggerated. In Kobdo and 
Uliasseitai, where Russian influence is strongest 
in Mongolia, the activity of the Chinese govern- 
ment has alarmed the Russian authorities, as 
troops are being organized and drilled by a 
Chinese officer educated by German instructors. 
In Eastern Mongolia there are also several 
large camps of Chinese troops. This activity 
is directed not only against Russian aggression, 
but also against the independent Mongolian 
Princes, who frequently borrow large sums 
from Russian agents, placing themselves in 
their power politically. The feverish anxiety 
of the government to prolong the Kalgan road 
to Kiakhta, and establish an automobile service 
temporarily, has not only the object of discom- 
fiting Japan by a quicker service to Europe, 
but also to preserve the country from the 
Russians, and tighten its hold on the Mongol 
princes.

Each of the 36 divisions of the Lu Chun is 
to have one cavalry regiment of 116 mounts, 
or a total of 44,000 horses for the entire army, 
including general officers and staff. The sup- 
ply of this large number of serviceable war 
horses of sufficient height and strength has led 
to the establishment of a stud farm in the north, 
and plans for one in the South. The farm for 
the North is located near Hsin-mun-fu, where 
scientific breeding is carried on to improve on 
the wild China pony of the Mongolian steppes. 
The Chinese, unlike the Japanese, are excellent 
horsemen, and even with the undersized Mon- 
golian pony they make good cavalrymen.

MILITARY SCHOOLS 


Under the central direction of Gen. Tuan 
Chi-jui, three military academies now exist in 
China, at Tientsin, Wuchang, and Nanking, 
and there is one to be built at Taiyuanfu in 
Shensi. Elementary and middle schools are 
to be established in all provinces. The school 
at Peking will be the central or Staff College, 
where special courses for the different arms 
of the service can be taken by the provincial 
graduates. The students for this college will 
be selected by competition examination by a 
special commissioner, and after graduation 
are to receive direct appointments from the 
Throne. The regulations and curriculum have 
been approved and communicated to the pro-

vincial authorities. Special attention is given 
to the young nobles, who are expected to fill 
the higher grades of the new army, and strict 
examinations are already being held so they 
will attain a certain high standard. Many 
sons of Viceroys and other distinguished fami- 
lies have been ordered by the Regent to attend 
the Nobles’ College and learn things to prepare 
them for future ibility, instead of wasting 
their days and fortunes in the pursuit of pleasure 
in Peking. Foreign military instructors, prin- 
cipally Japanese and Germans, are to be found 
in all the established schools, and while the 
German drill system is almost exclusively 
employed the organization and routine‘is‘dis- 
tinctly Japanese.

A number of students are being sent annually 
abroad for military study. Last year 15 select- 
ed youths were dispatched to France for six 
years’ study. The school facilities are provided 
free by the French Government, and their ex- 
penses defrayed by the Chinese Board of War. 
These latter amount to about gold $400 per 
year. A batch of 15 graduates from the French 
Academy at La Fleche have returned to China, 
and are doing good work. Similar detach- 
ments are to be sent annually to France for 
study, and some to Germany. Two students 
recently graduated from the American West 
Point academy, with a high standing in their 
class, and are now in Germany completing 
their studies. According to a list compiled 
by the Chinese Y.M.C.A. in Tokyo there were 
1,000 Chinese students in the military schools 
of Japan in 1908, besides a large number actually 
with the Japanese army. 


The proposed preparatory provincial schools, 
26 in number, will be responsible for general

elementary instruction, and after a three years’ 
course, the pupils pass to the academies for 
final development into officers. The course 
will consist of two years’ theoretical and four 
months’ practical training, with a supplementary 
course of 18 months in the war college. On 
graduation the students are commissioned as 
lieutenants, and after two years’ active service, 
the best talent is selected for the course at the 
Central Staff College at Peking for special and 
advanced courses. Staff appointments and 
higher positions in the army will only be open 
to those who have successfully graduated from 
the Staff College. 

Up to date only a few of the preparatory 
schools and three of the academies exist. In 
some provinces attention has also been given 
to special schools for medical and veterinary 
work. Topographical work has been managed 
with excellent results by special instruction in 
nearly all provinces, and the country is being 
remapped and surveyed by the military 
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THE BANNERS 


The organization and equipment of the Lu 
Chun will be accelerated, if the proposed aboli- 
tion of the Banner Corps is carried into effect. 
This much: needed reform has been discussed, 
and certain initial moves recommended, such 
as forcing the Bannermen to adopt commerce, 
agriculture, and industry. The eight Banner 
Corps, or special Manchu Army, are composed 
of the descendants of the Manchu, Mongol, 
and Chinese armies which overturned the 
Ming rulers and conquered the country for the 
present dynasty. These corps are designated 
as the Bordered Yellow, Plain Yellow, Plain 
White, Bordered White, Plain Red, Bordered 
Red, Plain Blue, and Bordered Blue Banner 
Corps. In these divisions all descendants of 
the original Manchu, Mongol, and Chinese 
conquerors are enrolled. The entire popula- 
tion of Peking and Manchu colonies in other 
parts of the Empire belong to this force, which 
is organized into brigades, regiments, etc., 
with officers ranking from Lieutenant General 
downwards. All the officers and three grades 
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of privates receive actual pay, especially those 
detailed for service in the old Manchu Imperial 
Guards Division, and other forces detailed 
for the defence of Peking and its approaches, 
or the policing of Imperial pleasure grounds, 
palaces and mausoleums. The new Imperial 
Guards are to be selected from the old organiza- 
tion. In nearly: all the provinces there are 
Manchu gariisons, but without organization 
or efficiency and utterly incompetent to cope 
with any anti-dynastic movement. The new 
Lu Chun under direct control of Peking, loyal 
to the Throne, will in the very nature of things 
gradually displace or absorb the obsolete pro- 
vincial Banner organizations. Many of the 
provincial bannermen will join the new army, 
and constitute a safeguard against mutiny. 
The post of Tartar General, or Military Gov- 
ernor in command of the provincial banner divi- 
sions, is a check on the Chinese Viceroy or Gov- 
ernor, and while he has no authority in adminis- 
trative affairs, he ranks above the Viceroy 
or Governor. The Central Government is 
considering the abolition of this post, and 
placing the Bannermen under the jurisdiction 
of the regular authorities. 


FINANCES 


The actual working out of the new scheme 
in the allotted period of ten years, of which 
three have transpired, hinges on the all-ab- 
sorbing question of finance. The central gov- 
ernment will maintain out of the Imperial 
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Treasury, the Board of War, General Staff,

division. The recent Governor of Shantung, 
which province is allotted one division, reported 
to Peking that his military expenses amounted 
to Taels 1,577,000, of which he could only raise 


- Taels 1,200,000 in the province, and petitioned 


that the Central Treasury make up the deficit. 
The native press state, however, that when 
Viceroy Yang died at Tieutsin, the Governor 
of Shantung, anticipating his demise, dis- 
patched his son to Peking with huge sums of 
money to “influence” his appointment to the 
post. Governor Yang got the Viceregal “‘pro- 
motion’? to Canton instead of Chihli. When 
one stops to consider that the Taotaiship of a 
ood circuit is reported by the Chinese to be 
worth from Taels 50,000 to Taels 300,000 as 
in the case of Shanghai—which post Viceroy 
Yuan held for some years—an approximate 
idea of the value attached to a viceregal appoint- 
ment may be gathered. And when a shortage 
of Taels 300,000, to equip an army division is 
reported by a governor, as a reason for his 
failure to carry out his share of the scheme, 
the virtuous indignation of the Regent and his

Imperial funds is undoubtedly justified. Either 
the governors must toe the financial mark, 
and set up their soldiers, or the Regent will 
eventually take their official scalps, as he has 
many times threatened to do.

tion of small arms. In 1907 the arsenals and 
smaJl] arms factories in Wuchang, Te Chou, 
Canton, Shanghai, Chengtu, and Kaifeng Fu, 
began the manufacture of single-loading and 
magazine small arms. These factories can 
turn out a maximum of 50,000 rifles a year. 
In the production of guns, China’s capacity is 
still smaller. The new scheme aims at equip- 
ping each division with 54 guns (36 field, 18 
mountain). At present, however, the arsenals 
can produce no more than 50 mountain guns. 
The Government proposes to abolish provincial 
arsenals, and to establish instead, three large 
ones, situated in the north, center and south. 
Of these only the Hanyang arsenal exists. 

A third difficulty lies in this—that while on 
paper the control of the Lu Chun or National 
Army seems complete, in practice it can hardly 
be considered so, since while provinces are re- 
sponsible for the support of provincial quotas,

the Central Government has little control over 
provincial finances. These are controlled by 
viceroys and governors. It would seem, then, 
that the success of the new schemes will to a 
great extent depend either on large loans or 
on a thorough reform of China’s financial system. 
The former are not likely to be readily forth- 
coming; the latter is a problem to which no 
solution has been found.

The United States is importing annually 
between five and six hundred million dollars 
worth of tropical and sub-tropical products, 
and the demand for such products in this coun- 
try is steadily increasing. Included in these 
imports are cacao, coffee, fibres,*fruits, vege- 
table oils, rubber, silk, spices, sugar, tobacco, 
cabinet woods, gums and a variety of lesser 
articles. The most unprofitable trade that the 
United States has in its foreign dealings is with 
the countries from which these goods are pur- 
chased, where the balance of trade against us 
each year may be summarized as follows: 


Brazil, seventy to eighty million dollars. 
Cuba, forty to fifty million dollars. 


India, forty to fifty million dollars. 
Java, twelve to twenty million dollars, 
Japan, thirty million dollars. 
Mexico, ten to fifteen million dollars. 





ing to make the United States independent of 
foreign sources of supply for its tropical products, 
from which sources it now receives such small 
compensating trade in return. 


Most of the money we pay for Cuban sugar, 
tobacco and hard woods is spent in Europe, 
and nearly all of the tremendous amount we 
pay Brazil for coffee and rubber goes to purchase 
British and continental European goods. 


In marked contrast to this showing is the 
commerce maintained with tropical countries 
by Great Britain and Germany. In 1906 the 
former sold Brazil over $45,000,000 worth, two 
and one-half times what we did, while her pur- 
chases from Brazil were less than half what 
ours were. In 1907 British exports to Brazil 
increased to upward of $59,000,000, while those 
islands took but $42,000,000 from Brazil. The 
case with Germany is not as striking, yet_that 


to Cuba in 1906, which amount she increased 
to more than $6,000,000, in 1907, although 
buying less than $1,500,000 of Cuban products 
in return. Great Britain sold Cuba $14,000,000 
in 1906 and nearly $15,500,000 in 1907, taking 
from Cuba but $6,000,000 of the products of 
that island in the first year and only $4,500,000 
in 1907. The following, taken from a publica- 
tion by the Bureau of Manufactures, Washing- 
ton, on the trade of Cuba for 1907, is significant: 
“It is known that the increase on the part of 
the United States (for 1907) is largely due to 
machinery, construction material and provisions, 
while that of Germany and Great Britain prob- 
ably represents more closely the augmentation 
of the natural market, the demand from these 
countries for machinery and construction 
material used in Cuban improvements not 
being great. Taking it all in all the gain of 
Germany and Great Britain is the most sig-

This shows an aggregate annual balance of 
trade against the United States ranging from 
$234,000,000 to $£277,000,000 dollars. And 
these countries are selling us nothing that can- 
not be produced in the Philippine Islands, 
to where, if unqualified free trade is established 
with the home country, the hundreds of millions 
of money now flowing from this country for 
investment in Mexico, Cuba, Central and South 
America will be diverted, and create industries 
or extend them in our own territory, thus tend-

country buys from Brazil only half what we do 
and sells there’$10,000,000 more than the United 
States. 


We import more of Brazilian” products each 
year than do the United Kingdom and Germany 
combined, but we"sell onlylone-fourth as much 
of our own products to Brazil. 

In 1906 the United States purchased $838,- 
000,000 of Cuban products and sold Cuba 
$47,500,000 of its own, showing a balance against 
us of $40,500,000. In 1907 this balance increased 
to more than $48,000,000. In 1906 Germany 
sold to Cuba $6,400,000 and bought there but 
half as much, while in 1907 rman trade 
increased to more than $7,500,000 and Germany 
took but $3,200,000 of Cuban products in 
return. 

Spain sold there over. $9,000,000. worth in 
1906, and bought less than $700,000 of Cuba’s 
products, while in 1907 Spanish trade in Cuba 
increased by half a million over the preceding 
year; and imports of Cuban products into Spain 
dropped to less than half a million dollars in 
total, France sold $5,500,000 worth of goods 


nificant in the comparison, and must, to some 
extent, represent increased activity in. seeking 
the Cuban market,” 


The imports into the United States from 
British India for the fiscal years 1906, 1907 and 
1908 respectively, were, expressed in dollars, 
846,700,000, $59,000,000 and $44,500,000. Our 
exports to that country for the same years were, 
in round numbers, $6,400,000, $7,300,000 and 
$9,200,000. Ordinarily the balance of trade 
against us in our commerce with British India 
exceeds 40 millions a year and from that up to 
50 millions, 


Java furnishes an illustration of special im- 

rtance with respect to our foreign trade that is 
ill-balanced for the reason that the importations 
from that island are principally of sugar, and 
it is the producers of beet sugar in the United 
States, who most strenuously oppose the free 
admission of Philippine products into this 
country because of the fact that sugar is pro- 
duced in those islands. Our purchase of Java- 
nese sugar amount in value to from eleven 
to twenty million dollars each year, and Java 
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takes of our products from one to two millions. 
We buy much more from Java than Great 
Britain and the Netherland combined, but those 
countries supply the manufactured goods that 
are consumed there, our contribution to the 
imports being insignificant. — 

The balance of trade against us in our com- 
mercef,with Japan amounts to} $30,0c0,000 or 
more annually. The exports from the United 
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and sold there $2,068,379, representing a balance 
in their favor more than 15% millions. Even 
the island of Ceylon rolls up a balance of trade 
against the United States of close to $4,G00,000, 
marketing with us in 1907 #4,176,049 of its 
prcducts ard taking but $333,135 of ours in 
return. The imports into all of these countries 
are made up for the most part of three prin- 
cipal groups of ccmmcdities, viz: cotton and

States to Japan in 1908 amounted in value to 
a little more than $33,500,000 as compared with 
$41,000,000 in 1907. The imports from Japan 
in 1908 were slightly under $64,000,000 as 
against $71,750,000 in 1907. The United States 
takes 30 per cent of all of Japan’s exports, the 
largest in value of any country, but exports to 
Japan are much less than from the United 
Kingdom, and they have decreased in five years 
from 17 to 16 per cent of her total imports. 
Japan imported from Great Britain 22 per cent 
of her total imports in 1907, although that 
country took only one-sixth in value as much 
of Japanese exports as did the United States. 
Germany’s exports to Japan increased 100 per 
cent in five years; exports from the United 
States to Japan showed a falling off; we are 
Japan’s best customer. 


It is estimated that there is from $750,000,000 
to $800,000,0000 of American capital invested 
in the mines, railroads, agriculture and other 
forms of industry in Mexico, and with the natural 
tendency such large interests would have in 
diverting trade to this country for machinery, 
implements and general equipment, it is only 
reasonable that a large share of Mexico’s pur- 
chases should be made here; and yet we buy 
from our neighboring republic over $10,500,000 
more each year than we sell there. These are 
our own figures for it. Mexican customs re- 
turns make the balance against us in excess of 
$15,000,000. 


_The Pacific coast republics of South America, 
viz: Bolivia, Peru, Petatay and Chili bought 
from us in 1907, $21,702,000 and sold to the 
United States $27,878,000, netting a balance 
against this country of $7,000,000. Colombia 
sold to the United States in 1907 86,466,429 
and took of our goods but $3,169,382, which 
Creates a three and one-third million dollar 
balance. Venezuela sold us $5,753,782 of her 
products in 1907, and took but $2,500,000 in 
value of our products, a further balance of 
$3,250,000. 


In 1907 the United States imported goods 
f rom the Straits Settlements (Singapore and 
Penang) to the amount of $17,756,473 in value 


cotton manufactures; iron and steel with their 
manufactures and foodstuffs. Cotton goods 
make up about 30 per cent of the imports of 
tropical countries and is by far the most im- 
portant item on the list. The relative propor- 
tion of foodstuffs, and the manufactures of 
iron and steel varies with local conditions, but 
together they amount to nearly 50 per cent of 
the total. 

With the many advantages enjoyed by the 
United States ii the prcduction of such articles, 
it would seem that we should be able to meet 
successfully in the world’s markets Great Britain 
and Germany, which are the most powerful 
competitors for that commerce.. But even where 
national sentiment and points of proximity and 
mutual interest are in our favor, we do not 
appear able to secure even a reasonable minor 
share of the trade in lines that we should, accord- 
ing to all ordinary rules, control. 

But that we are not predominant in this trade 
is due to several very large and obvious facts. 
The American manufacturer has been so com- 
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pletely occupied with the work of supplying the 
home market, which is vastly more profitable 
than the foreign, that he has had no time to 
cultivate the markets of other countries. This 
nation has been developing with such great 
rapidity that the energy of its business elements 
has been taxed to full capacity in providing the 
requirements of its home field, and only during 
periods of acute financial or economic depression 
has thought been given to foreign trade. And 
it is probable that this condition will not change 
to any material extent for many years to come. 
Further than this, our protective system, with 
its consequent tendency to increase the cost of 
preduction through the necessity of a wage scale 
in keeping with a much higher cost of living, 
renders it difficult to compete with the cheaper 
labor nations of Europe, where the standard 
of living is lower and the home market of pro- 
os capmnecd less value to the manufacturer. 

is has made an export market of relatively 
greater importance to the European manufac- 
turer, and the competition for such markets, 
which has developed principally im tropical 
and sub-tropical countries, has waxed very 
keen especially between Germany and Great 
Britain. 


Belgium, France, Switzerland, Austria and 
Italy are able to compete in ialized articles 
on a satisfactory basis, and the United States 
preduces certain manufactured articles in- 
cluding agricultural implements, sewmg mia- 
chines, typewriters, mining and _ electrical 
machinery, etc., in which the mechanical genius 
of our people has entered to an extent that it 
places us beyond the reach of European com- 

tition for those articles in international mar- 

ts. But in the commedities that constitute 
the great bulk of the world’s commerce, we are 
easily distanced by Germany and Great Britain. 


There are other reasons than those men- 
tioned why this is so. The European ma- 
nufacturer has made a careful study of the 
markets of the world, and has conformed to 
their requirements in every particular. The 
tastes of the people; their methods of doing 
business; details of packing, where climate 
requires other than the ordinary package or 
transportation facilities make it necessary; the 
current fiscal system; language and every other 
point that might have a bearing or influence on 
trade is taken into account. On our side the 
American exporter follows an inflexible rule 
in matters of credits, packing and shipping, 
with the result that he does not always hold 
business when he gets it, even though his goods 
may be preferred as they often are. 


Thus we pay to Brazil each year of coffee, 
cocoa and rubber from $70,000,000 to $80,000,- 
ooo above what Brazil pays us for what we sell 
there; to Cuba an excess of from 240,000,000 
to$s50,000,000for sugar, tobacco and hard woods; 
to British India for jute, tea and minor articles, 
from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000; to Java for 
sugar from $11,000,000 to $20,000,000; to 
Japan for matting, tea and silk about $30,000,- 
000; to Mexico for tobacco, coffee, rubber, etc., 
from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 and Ceylon 
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§4,000,000. These figures represent the actual 
balance of trade against the United States each 
year in its commerce with the countries named, 
which ranges in the aggregate from §229,000,- 
000 to $274,000,000. And all of those countries 
purchase most of the manufactured goods they 
consume in the cheaper labor countries of 
Europe, paying therefore with the money we 
exchange for their products. 


The industrial structure of the United States 
has been built up under a protective system 
which involves a considerably higher labor 
cost than that of Europe. This raises the stand- 
ard of living, but naturally increases the cost 
of production. It is not probable that this 
system, as such, will be changed for many years 
to come if ever. Under it, competition with 
cheaper labor countries for foreign trade in 
manufactured articles, where labor enters as*a 
material factor of production, is naturally 
difficult, where not impossible. It is obvious, 
then, that in order to obtain a compensating 
trade for such tropical products as we import, 
thathave become necessities under our standards 
of living, the protection of our own tariff laws 
must be made to secure us from European or 
other competition in exchanging our manu- 
factures and the foodstuffs peculiar to temperate 
zones, for those products. 


The Philippines can be made to produce a 
large part of all these imports, and for every 
dollar’s worth of such products that the United 
States obtains there it will sell in return a dollar’s 
worth of its own. 


Look at Porto Rico. In 1907 the United States 
sold in that island nearly $26,000,000 worth of 
merchandise. It purchased from Porto Rico 
in the same year $22,000,000 worth, in the list 
of which there were no articles that it would not 
have been obliged to buy from other countries 
had they not been obtained in Porto Rico and, 
in that case, without receiving a compensating 
trade in return. 


Free trade with the United States, which 
was naturally followed by the investment in 
Porto Rico of American capital, with which the 
Island’s industries are being developed, has 
created a new market for $25,000,000 worth 
of American products each year, and the limit 
has by no means been reached. 


Porto Rico became a possession of the United 
States in the same year as the Philippines. 
Free trade between the island and the home- 
land went into effect July 1, 1901. For the 
year immediately preceding, that is, the year 
ending June 30, 1901, the external commerce 
of the island was $17,950,197. This was about 
the normal trade in Spanish times. After six 
years of free trade with the United States, it 
had increased from less than eighteen millions 
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to $56,253,472. And this growth has been of 
as much benefit to the United States as to 
Porto Rico. 


Porto Rico has an area of 3,435 square miles 
and a population of 1,000,000. The Philip- 
pines have a population of 8,000,000 and an 
area of between 115,000 and 120,000 square 
miles—thirty four times the area and eight 
times the population of Porto Rico. When it is 
considered that the Philippines have four and 
one-half times the per capita area of Porto Rico; 
a much greater diversity of natural products 
in one of which, Manila hemp, they hold the 


United States amounting to upward of §200,- 
000,000 annually. 


This will so enhance the prestige of our country 
in the Pacific as to make its position impreg- 
nable. It will make it absolute master of the 
world’s greatest ocean and the controlling factor 
in the trade and destiny of China. 


The commercial marts of China are buta 
few days’ travel from Manila.gi\The nearest 
is two and the others from three_to five days’ 
travel by sea. China is developing rapidly; 
the building of railroads is giving a great-im- 
petus to the commerce of the empire and a 
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world’s monopoly; boundless forests containing 
many of the finest hard woods known, and a 
great wealth in coal, iron, copper and gold, it 
requires no stretch of the imagination to picture 
them producing, with equal advantages, at 
least, as much per capita as Porto Rico. When 
they do this, as they will within a reasonable 
period following absolute free trade legislation, 
their foreign or external commerce, based on 
the present development in Porto Rico, will 
amount to $440,000,000 annually, and will mean 
the reaction of a new export trade for the

spirit of progress prevails there that is bringing 
that wonderful country into more intimate rela- 
tion both commercially and politically with the 
outside world. 


Under present conditions, it takes from five 
to six months from the time mail orders are 
sent from China to the United States, Great 
Britain or Europe before the goods are received, 
and from four to five months for goods to arrive 
that are ordered by cable. 


Nearly all Chinese imports are purchased 
through brokers, and foreign houses could not 
carry permanent stocks there, for the reason 
that they have no trade assured that would 
warrant it. United States houses could, how- 
ever, and doubtless will carry permanent stocks 
in Manila, when the trade of the Philippines 
develops volume commensurate with their 
producing capacity, for our manufactures 
would be in control of that trade, it would be 
assured them. From such stocks the trade of 
China could be supplied, and it would not be 
long before Chinese merchants would appreciate 
the advantage of buying all they could in Manila 
even at a slightly increased cost, for the neces- 
sity of buying heavily and carrying abnormal 
stocks would thereby be eliminated. Require- 
ments could be more accurately anticipated 
and a tremendous saving effected by the 
great reduction that would result in the 
amount of capital necessary to conduct their 
business. 


This operation would be gradual, as are all 
radical changes in the customs of the Chinese, 
but in my opinion the belief is fully warranted 
that development, of the resources and control 
of the trade of the Philippines will insure our 
ascendency in an ultimate control of the trade 
of‘China. The annual imports into China are 
now about $350,000,000. It should not require 
very many years for them to reach an annual 
total of a billion dollars.

The cost 
per ton of mud raised amounted to 1.63d, 
which includes all labor, coals and _ stores, 
but is exclusive of interest on cost of crane and 
lighters.”’ 

It is an interesting testimony to the compa- 
ratively small wear and tear in connection with 
a dredger of this type, that the above machine 
is still at work. 

The advantages of the Priestman Dredger 
were so much appreciated that, in a very short 
time, similar machines were supplied to various 
harbors and docks at home and abroad until 
at the present time, there are few parts of the 
World in which they cannot be found. 

It recently happened that Messrs. Priestman 
Bros. had, amongst many others, orders in 
hand at the same time for a dredger for a Har- 
bor in Iceland, and for a gold dredger for Terra 
del Fuego. 

The Priestman System has been supplied to 
24 different Governments, the British Govern- 
ment alone having taken thirty-four. 

The Liverpool Docks Board, whose dredging 
operations are on a very large scale, adopted the 
Priestman Grab-Dredger. After this had been 
put to work, a further order was given for a 
similar Dredger for removing the Pluckington 
Bank adjoining the landing stage, where passen- 
gers embark for America. Later, an order was 
given for four Priestman Grab Dredgers to be 
fixed on a Steam Hopper Barge, specially built 
for the purpose. They raise, on an average, 
400,000 tons per annum, at a cost of r4d to rZ 
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per ton, which includes dredging and depositing 
at a distance of ten miles. 

After this, four grabs of the Priestman type 
were supplied for working on a hydraulic dredger, 
the capacities of which are 100 cubic feet each. 
After these different Dredgers had been in 
use for some time, a grab-dredger of another 
type was adopted, but after comparing the 
working of this with the Priestman System, 
the same was discarded, and the dredzer shown 
by illustration No. 2 was ordered in its place. 

A further order has since been given for four 
Priestman Dredgers, and during a period of three 
and a half years, these dredgers, which make 
upwards of sixty operations each per hour in 
40 feet of water, have worked twenty-one tides 
a fortnight, and, except during the periodical 
examination of the boilers, etc., have never 
missed a tide. 

The barge upon which these Dredgers work, 
has a hopper capacity of 1100 tons of mud. 

At the present time, Messrs. Priestman Bros. 
have stili another order in hand for four large 
grab dredgers, on behalf of the Liverpool Docks 
Board. 

The London and North Western Railway Co., 
after taking three Priestman Grab Dredgers at 
different times, have recently placed an order 
for a quadruple grab-dredger, as shown by the 
illustration No. 3 

A large number of grab-dredgers of the Priest- 
man type have been supplied to China and 
Japan, one of the former being shown by the 
illustration No. 4. 

Important improvements have been intro- 
duced from time to time. The dredger is now 
fitted [with spur gear for the lifting barrel in 
place of flat friction gearing, and a patent 
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automatic barrel for operating the opening rope; 
it is well proportioned and very strongly built 
to resist the strains necessarily met with in 
working grabs, very quick in action, and one 
of the main features in that, notwithstanding 
the motions connected with the lifting, opening, 
lowering and closing of the grab, the driver has 
two levers only to attend to. 


The Priestman Dredger can be kept in efficient 
working order at a very small cost in repairs. 
By taking a duplicate grab, delay arising from 
wear and tear may be almost if not entirely 
avoided, 

It can be worked at any depth, and having 
no fixed working parts below water line, it can 
be employed in very shallow water. 


It occupies less room than the ladder dredger, 
and it can be used in dock corners, along quay 
sides, and amongst shipping, where it would be 
difficult to work the other types of Dredgers. 


The Marine Superintendent for the London 
& Northwestern Railway Co. writes with refer- 
ence to the Priestman Dredger as under :— 


‘The grab-dredger can work in comparatively 
rough weather, as there are no fixed parts below 
water, but in the case of the bucket Dredger, see- 
ing that the ladder must be lowered under water, 
tuis would not be practicable.” 


Another great advantage in connection with 
the Priestman System is that the spoil raised 
can be used in the formation of the banks, as 
shown by the illustration No. 5. 


The following is an extract from the New 
South Wales Government report on dredging: 


“The first cost and annual expense of working 
the Ladder dredgers is so considerable that many 
of the rivers would have remained unimproved 
had not the grab-dredger been built.

“The boulder lifting grab is a perfect contriv- 
ance, as it enables the driver’s services to be 
dispensed with.” 

sesides being adopted for large dredging 
operations, the Priestman System is used to 
advantage in lifting broken stones, etc., raising 
embedded timber, and, amongst other purposes, 
it is used for excavating docks and canals, 
trench cutting, lifting ballast, iron ore, discharg- 
ing coal and other bulk cargo. A great variety 
of merchandise lost overboard has been recover- 
ed, such as steel rails, wheel barrows, a missing 
grab, buried treasure, etc. With the grab 
removed, it is used for driving and pulling out 
piles, and asa crane for ordinary lifting purposes, 
has special advantages. 


The Priestman Dredger with suitable grabs 
has been used for removing material from Har- 
bors where other systems have failed. This 
has been proved by the triple dredger ordered 
by the Midland Railway Co., as shown by illus- 
tration No. 6.

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29 Priestman Excavators at different times, a 
number of which were used in the construction 
of the Manchester Ship Canal 

Messrs. S. Pearson & Son, Ltd., referred to 
above, are the Contractors for the new Docks 
at Hull, and have taken sixteen Priestman 
Grab-Excavators, at different times, one of 
which is shown in Illustration No. 7.

The Chairman, Baron K. Takahashi, address- 
ing the shareholders, said:— 

Gentlemen:—In opening the fifty-ninth semi- 
annual general meeting of our shareholders, and 
presenting to you a report covering the first half 
of the current year and asking for your adoption 
of the same, as well as inviting your consent to 
the appropriation of profits, I propose to refer 
briefly to the economic conditions of the country 
generally, as well as to the general state of our 
banking operations. 

Our economic conditions, during the first 
half of the current year, appeared at first glance 
to be in a very inactive state, differing little 
from the conditions ruling last year; but after 
a closer survey of the situation, it is noticeable 
that matters appear to have altered in a marked 
degree. The large stocks of merchandise seem 
to have nearly all been disposed of during the 
period between the latter part of last year and 
the spring of this year, while the bulk of the 
various enterprises, which suffered from the 
effect of the depression during the year before 
last, have during the period under review 
steadily recovered, enabling things to be placed 
once more on a sound and firm footing. How- 
ever, having once experienced adverse condi- 
tions, the market is still exercising caution, 
although it is progressing towards a fair recovery. 
Considering the way in which prosperity is 
returning in Europe and the United States of 
America, we can hardly hope for any immediate 
activity in Japan; consequently we have not 
yet experienced any marked demand for money 
in various grades of enterprise. 

In addition to the above state of things the 
successful floating of loans abroad for various 
municipalities and companies, coupled with the 
sale of the various Government Stocks abroad 
having facilitated the influx of capital from 
foreign countries, our internal money market 
has become more and more slack, and the interest 
on money has gradually declined; and although 
banks in all parts of the country have gone so 
far as to lower the rate of interest, yet they 
continually found themselves in difficulty to 
find proper outlets for their money. 

Now looking at the state of our foreign trade 
during the first half-year, we find that the 
exports and imports amount roughly to -Y-187- 
000,000 and -Y-214 510,000 respectively, making 
a total of -Y-401,510,000. These figures, when 
compared with those for the correspondin 
period of the previous year, show a falling o 
amounting to -Y-38,480,000 in imports, but 
as there is an increase of -Y-13,980,000 in exports 
the net result is a decrease of about -Y-24,500,- 
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000, including both exports and imports. Of 
these figures the decrease in imports chiefly 
relate to iron-material and machinery, and 
this we must attribute to the fact that the busi- 
ness men of all classes are maintaining a cautious 
and guarded policy; while the increase in ex- 
ports is due, on the one hand, to an improve- 
ment in some degree of our trade with China, 
caused by the comparative recovery of the 
silver, and, on the other, to the increased export 
of raw silk, tea and other articles, consequent 
upon the improved general economic conditions 
in Europe and the United States. In short, 
although there is a decrease in the foreign trade 
generally, when compared with the correspond- 
ing period at the last year, the general tendency 
of the trade may be said to be favorable to our 
country, and we see nothing special to cause 
any anxiety. 

Although, as already mentioned, the internal 
money market has been very dull, and while 
our external commerce has exhibited a falling 
off, yet the actual condition of our banking 
operations has differed from the prevailing con- 
ditions of things in general, and we have seen 
a general briskness, due to such special circum- 
stances as the very large sales of Government 
Stocks abroad in addition to a marked increase 
in the export of silk. During the first half of this 
year the amount of exchange sold and bought 
in Japan on foreign countries totalled roughly 
-Y-30,600,009 and -Y-91,570,000 respectively. 
If we compare these figures with those of the 
corresponding period of the preceding year we 
find the increase amounting to -Y-5,490,000 in 
the case exchange sold and -Y-9,850,000 in 
the case of exchange bought; while the exchange 
bought and sold in foreign countries on Japan 
amounted to -Y-79,610,000 and -Y-29,390,000 
respectively. A comparison of these figures 
with those of the corresponding period of last 
year shows that although there was a decrease 
of -Y-2 410 000 in the exchange botight, yet as 
there was an increase in that sold amounting 
to -Y-4,190,000 the net result was an actual 
increase of -Y-17,120,000 in the totals of all the 
exchange operations in Japan on foreign coun- 
tries and vice versa by all the offices of this Bank. 

We have, however, to express great regret 
that as an outcome of the economic disturbances 
of recent years, the collection of some of the 
bills discounted and foreign exchange in Kobe, 
Osaka and Ryojun, could not be effected as it 
really should have been, and the amounts had to 
be adjusted in the present financial year by 
either writing off as a loss or by providing funds 
for bad or doubtful debts. In spite of these 
unfortunate transactions, our business has been 
active and extensive. Both the Head as well 
as Branch Offices and Agencies were all able 
to make fair profits, with the result that the 
differ little from that of the preceding period. 
These profits amount to -Y-1,854,164.38, the 
appropriation of which we have drafted and 
submit for your consideration and adoption. 

Before concluding these remarks, I have one 
other matter to refer to. Our Chefoo Agency, 
which was opened in June of 1905 for the pur- 
pose chiefly of adjusting the withdrawal of the 
War Notes, will be closed on September 30, as 
there being no further business of this kind to 
transact, the maintenance of the said Agency 
has become unnecessary. %

SZECHUAN-TIBET RatLway.—The construc- 
tion of this projected line has been the subject 
of much discussion in Peking. There has been 
some difference of opinion as to how the funds 
for construction should be realized. H. E. 
Hsu Shih Chang favored the raising of the money 
by a foreign loan, and Prince Tsai Tse expressed 
strong disapproval of such a course with the 
result that for the moment the matter of 
financing the project has been postponed. 





KANSU-TURKESTAN Rar_ways.—The Prince 
Regent is greatly interested in the construction 
of railways from Kansu province to Chinese 
Turkestan and has directed the Ministry of 
Finance to make a report on the best means to 
finance these projects. 





' ANTUNG-MUKDEN RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION.— 
The question of duty on materials for the con- 
struction of this line is the subject of disagree- 
ment between the Chinese and Japanese author- 
ities. The Japanese want the suspension of 
duties as provided in the Chinese Eastern Agree- 
ment with Russia. The Chinese demand that 
duties be imposed. For the present the customs 
authorities are keeping a record of the materials 
brought in and it is expected that the matter 
will soon be amicably settled. 





JAPANESE RatLways.—The Government has. 


paid the 17 railways’taken over the sum of 
yen 379,389,550 in the form of bonds leaving 
a balance of yen 96,929,250 which is expected 
paid by the end of the year. 





SoutH MANCHURIA AcTivity.—The South 
Manchuria Railway expects to complete the 
doubling of the line as far as Sukiatung by the 
last of the present month. This will mean the 
completion of a double track on this system 
for a distance of 230 miles. There is also prospect 
that the company will build right into the city 
of Newchwang. ‘This means about three miles 
of additional road. 

TOKYO-NAGAOKA RatLway.—A charter has 
been granted the promoters of this project which 
will connect the capital by rail with Nagaoka, 
on the west coast in the province of Echigo. 
The proposed line when completed will be 146 
miles in length and cost in the vicinity of yen 
6,000,000. The prospectus of the company 
has not yet been issued. 

RAILWAY SUPPLIES.—The Japanese press 
reports the formation of a vehicle trust, in which 
the Railway Car Manufacturing Company, The 
Kawasaki Dock Company and the Japan Vehicle 
Company are interested. Marquis Inouye is 
said to have assisted the promoters. The first 
order is for the repair of 200 locomotives for 
the South Manchuria Railway Company. 








KOREAN Raitway ConstRucTION.—The work 
of construction on the Pyongyang-Chinnampho 
Railway which is to connect Pyongyang with 
a point at the mouth of the Tadong River, a 


distance of 38 miles, is being pushed with vigor. 
The work is divided into five sections, all under 
construction simultaneously. The harbor of 
Kyomi-pho is about half way between the two 
places. It is understood that the authorities 
have decided to construct the Seoul-Gensan 
Railway in preference to the other projected 
routes under consideration for the year. It is 
considered that this line is of the greatest im- 
portance and as it is not possible to carry out 
the entire program of railway building in Korea 
at this time, it was decided to concentrate all 
efforts in pushing this line to completion. 





CHINESE EASTERN REDEMPTION.—The Peking 
Government has instructed the Wai-Wu-Pu 
to open negotiations with the Russian Govern- 
ment with a view to redeeming the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. 





JAPAN Rattway REVENUES.—The Railway 
Bureau estimates the revenue from the system 
for 1910 at yen 90,000,000 and the expenditure 
at yen 80,000,000. The extensions and improve- 
ments are estimated to amount to yen 40,000,000. 





BaIKAL CircuLaR Rasiway.—The Russian 
Government has decided to double track the 
line as surveyed round Lake Baikal. 





SUPPLIES FOR THE MUKDEN-ANTUNG CON- 
STRUCTION.—The Tiehling Flour Mill has secured 
the contract to supply flour for the laborers 
on this work and as it is estimated that 50,000 
coolies will be employed, the contract is one of 
some magnitude. 





Kirin-Horryonc Rattway.—-This proposed 
line, to which the recent China-Japan agreement 
refers, will run from Kirin via Tungchwacheng 
and Hwangtung-hostz to Chientao and from 
the last named point to Hoiryong. The total 
distance is 225 miles. It is said that definite 
arrangements were concluded at Peking for 
the immediate construction of this line. 





JAPANESE SLEEPERS FOR THE TIENTSIN- 
Puxow.—tThe China Import and Export Com- 
pany concluded its contract for the delivery 
of 50,000 ties of the best oak to this company 
last month. 





RoyaL SraTE Ramways oF Sram.—The 
report of the Director General for the year 127 
shows 844.8 kilometers of line in operation, 
of which 67.7 kilometers were added on the 
Northern Section, Pitsanuloke-Utaradit, when 
the line was opened to Ban Dara, November 
11th, 1908. Of this cng 693.4 is of 1.435 
meter gauge and 151.4 of 1 meter gauge. The 
gross receipts were 4,188,714 ticals and the net 
gain 2,249,566 ticals. The cost of operation and 
maintenance in all departments was 39.58% of 
the gross receipts. The increase in mileage was 
31.17% and the increase in expense 27.14%. 
The receipts for passenger traffic amounted to 
2,672,064 ticals and from freight carrying and 
other sources 1,516,650. The expenditure for 
new works amounted to 1,125,484 ticals. The 
following tenders were received for the supply 
of portable railway track and cars for the South- 
ern Railway:

OrricraL Text OF RECENT AGREEMENTS 
BETWEEN CHINA AND JAPAN.— Respecting Korea 
and Manchuria and Railway Disputes. 

Chientao.—The Imperial Government of Japan 
and the Imperial Government of China, desiri 
to secure for sagen and — inhabitants 
in the frontier the blessings of permanent peace 
and tranquility, and considering it essential in 
the attainment of such desire that the two 
Governments should, in view of their relations 
of cordial friendship and good neighbourliness, 
recognize the River Tumen as forming the 
boundary between China and Korea, and should 
adjust all matters relating thereto in a spirit 
of mutual accommodation, have agreed upon 
the following stipulations:— 

Article I—The Governments of Japan and 
China declare that the River Tumen is recog- 
nized as forming the boundary between China 
and Korea, and that in the region of the source 
of that river, the boundary line shall start from 
the Boundary Monument and thence follow the 
course of the Stream Shihyishwei. 

Article aberiss bb abige spree of Dragons shall, 
as soon as possible aiter the signing pres- 
ent Agreement, open the following places to 
the residence and trade of foreigners and the 
Government of Japan may there establish 
Consulates or Branch offices of Consulates. 
The date of the opening of such places shall be 
separately determined :—Lungchingtsun, Chut- 
zechie, Touiaokou and Paitsaoxou. 

Article I1I.—The Government of China re- 
cognizes the residence of Korean subjects, as 
heretofore, on agricultural lands lying north of 
the River Tumen. The limits of the district 
for such residence are shown in an annexed map. 

Article I1V.—The Korean subjects residing on 
agricultural land within the mixed residence 
district to the north of the River Tumen shall © 
submit to the laws of China, and shall be amen- 
able to the jurisdiction of the Chinese local 
officials. Such Korean subjects shall be accord- 
ed by the Chinese authorities equal treatment 
with Chinese subjects, and similarly, in the matter 
of taxation and all other administrative mea- 
sures, they shall be placed on equal footing with 
Chinese subjects. All cases, whether civil or 
criminal, relating to such Korean subjects shall 
be heard and decided by the Chinese authorities 
in accordance with the laws of China, and in a 
just and equitable manner. A Japanese Con- 
sular officer, or an official duly authorized by 
him, shall be allowed freely to attend the Court, 
and in the héaring of important cases concern- 
ing the lives of persons, prior notice is to be given 
to the Japanese Consular officers. Whenever 
the Japanese Consular officers find that a de- 
cision has been given in disregard of law, they 
shall have the right to apply to the Chinese 
authorities for a trial to be conducted by officials 
specially selected, in order to assure justice of 
the decision. 

Article V.—The Government of China enzages 
that land and buildings owned by Korean sub- 
jects in the mixed residence district to the north 
of the River Tumen, shall be fully protected, 
equally with the properties of Chinese subjects. 
Ferries shall be established on. the River Tumen 
at places properly chosen, and people on either 
side of the river shall be entirely at liberty to 
cross to the other side, it being, however, under- 
stood that persons carrying arms shall not be 
permitted to cross the frontier without previous 
official notice or passports. In respect of cereals 
preduced in mixed residence district, Korean 
subjects shall be permitted to export them out 
of the said district, except in time of scarcity, 
in which case such exportation may be prohibit- 
ed. Collection of firewood and grass shall be 
dealt with in accordance with the practice 
hitherto followed. 7 

Article VI.—The Government of China shall 
undertake to extend the Kirin-Changchun 
Railway to the southern boundary of Yenchi, 
and to connect it at Hoiryeng with a Korean 
railway, and such extension shall be effected 
upon the same terms as the Kirin-Changchun 
Railway. The date of commencing the work 
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of the proposed extension shall be determined 
by the Government of China, considering the 
actual requirements of the situation, and upon 
consultation with the Government of Japan. 
Article VII.—The present Agreement shall 
come into operation immediately upon its 
signature, and thereafter the Chientao Branch 
Office of the Residency-General, as well as all 
civil and military officers attached thereto shall 
be withdrawn as soon as possible, and within 
two months. The Government of Japan will, 
within two months hereafter, establish its 
Consulates at the places mentioned in Article II. 
In witness whereof the undersigned, duly 
authorized by their respective Governments, 
have signed and sealed the present Agreement 
in duplicate, in the Japanese and Chinese lan- 


guages.

Manchuria—The Imperial Government of 
China, actuated by the desire to consolidate the 
relations of amity and good neighbourliness 
between the two countries, by settling definitely 
the matters of common concern in Manchuria, 
and by removing for the future all cause of mis- 
understanding, have agreed upon the following 
stipulations :-— 


Article 1.—The Government of China engages 
that in the event of its undertaking to construct 
a railway between Hsinmintun and Fakumen 
it shall arrange previously with the Govern- 
ment of Japan. 

Article II.—The Government of China re- 
cognizes that the railway between Tashichao 
and Yinkow (Newchwang) is a branch line of 
the South Manchurian Railway, and it is agreed 
that the said branch line shall be delivered up 
to China simultaneously with the South Man- 
churian Railway upon the expiration of the 
term of concession for that main line. The 
Chinese Government further agrees to the ex- 
tension of the said branch line to the port of 
Yinkow (Newchwang). 

Article III1.—In regard to the coal mines at 
Fushun and Yentai the Governments of Japan 
and China are agreed as follows:— 

(a) The Chinese Government recognizes 
the right of the Japanese Government to work 
the said coal mines. 

(b) The Japanese Government respecting 
the full sovereignty of China, engages to pay 
the Chinese Government tax upon coals pro- 
duced in those mines. The rate of such tax 
shall be separately arranged upon the basis of 
the lowest tariff for coals produced in any other 
places of China. 

(c) The Chinese Government agrees that, 
in the matter of the exportation of coals pro- 
duced in the said mines, the lowest tariff of 
export duty for coals of any other mines shall 
be applied. 

(d) The extent of the said coal mines, as 
well as all the detailed regulations, shall be 
separately arranged by commissioners specially 
appointed for that purpose. . 

Article I1V.—AIl mines along the Antung- 
Mukden Railway and the main line of the South 
Manchurian Railway, excepting those at Fushun 
and Yentai, shall be exploited as joint enterprises 
of Japanese and Chinese subjects, upon the 
general principles which the Viceroy of the East- 
ern Three Provinces and the Governor of Mukden 
agreed upon with the Japanese Consul-General 
in the fortieth year of Meiji, corresponding to 
the thirty-third year of Kuangsu. Detailed 
regulations in respect of such mines shail, in 
due course, be arranged by the Viceroy and 
the Governor with the Japanese Consul-General. 

Article V.—The Government of Japan declares 
that it has no objection to the extension of the 
Peking-Mukden Railway to the City Wall of 
Mukden. Practical measures for such exten- 
sion shall be adjusted by the local Japanese and 
Chinese authorities and technical experts.

AUSTRALIA’S TRANS-CONTINENTAL LINE.— 
The Northern Territory Bill under consideration 
has for its purpose the taking over of the debt 
of the territory, the purchase of the Port Au- 
gusta-Oodnadatta Railway and the construction 
of a trans-continental line connecting the North- 
ern Territory with South Australia. The cost 
of this. line would be about $23,000,000 and 
would tap a wonderfully fertile country. 





Japan’s RatLway SERvVICE.—The number 
of officials and employees under the Railway 
Board is 89,868, of which 87,827 are male and 
2,041 female. Their annual salaries amount 
to 88,480,000 yen averaging only 17.13 yen per 
month per capita. 


FRENCH TONKIN RarLway.—The line is now 
within a few miles of Yunnanfu and it is ex- 
pected that service will be inaugurated by the 
first of November. The terminus at Yunnanfu 
has been completed for some time and with its 
offices, shops and warehouses. The extension 
of this line to Luchow in Szechuan is now being 
discussed. 


SURYNEN CHENG-PEKING-KALGAN EXTEN- 
sSION.—The Board of Posts and Communications 
has decided to extend the Peking-Kalgan line 
to Surynen Cheng. The survey and estimates 
have been completed and the cost is estimated 





‘at $20,000,000 and two years required for the 


completion. 





THE KowLoon-CANTON RAILWAY (BRITISH 
SECTION).—The estimates for construction ex- 
penditure on this section for 1910, amount to 
$1,800,548 which, added to the $10,015,223 
expended up to the end of 1909, will amount 
to close to $12,000,000. Of the amount for 
1910, $60,000 represent expenditure for 
workshops, $238,300 for station buildings and 
equipment, and rolling stock $307,440. Traffic 
receipts for the year are estimated at $20,000. 





K1RIN-K UANGCHENGTZE RAILWAY.—The work 
of surveying this line will begin early in the 
spring under the direction of the Japanese Chief

Kuan 
Mien-chun succeeds to the management of 
the Peking-Kalgan line. 





TSITSIHAR-HUNCHUN ProjeEct.—The Russian 
Government has filed a petition for permission 
to construct a line connecting these two points 
basing their claim for recognition on the priv- 
ilege granted the Japanese in the recon- 
struction of the Antung-Mukden line. 





CHEKIANG Rarpway CoMPANY.—This com- 
pany has been instructed by Peking to extend 
its line to Sanao on the South and the Tientsin- 
Pukow line on the North. 





CaNntTon-Macao Ratway.—The proposal by 
the Port se to construct and operate the 
proposed line jointly has been renewed, and an 
investigation is being made into the financial 
standing of the present concessionaire as to his 
ability tocarry out thework. Itis probable that 
China will decide to construct this line on her 
own account. 


KasHING’s RamLwAy CONNECTION.—Three 
trains run daily between Kashing and Hang- 
chow and two from Hangchow to Shanghai. 
From reports received this line is in good con- 
dition and admirably directed. 








JaPan’s THROUGH RatLway Line.—By the 
end of November it will be possible to proceed 
by railway from the northern part of Hokkaido 
to the southern part of Kyushu. 
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CHao-CHow Swatow RaILwaAy.—Director 
General Chang Pih-shih has returned £800,000 
to the Japanese capitalists and $200,000 bor- 
rowed from the Formosa Bank, thus eliminating 
Japanese influence from the operation of this 
line. This action was the result of a strong 
reprimand from Peking.

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THE EAST BATAN COAL COMPANY’S MINES 


One of the most promising enterprises in the 
Philippines is that of the East Batan Coal 
Mining Company operating on the Island of 
Batan, in the province of Albay. Work on 
the development of the coal deposits began in 
1906 by private capital and at the end of the 
year over 200 feet of tunneling had been ac- 
complished and 150 tons of coal taken out. A 
wharf was built and small vessels called for 
coal during the early part of the year 1907. 
The coal was found very satisfactory and while 
not equal to the Australian proved much more 
economical. In September, 1907, the East 
Batan Coal Company was organized with a 
capitalof Pesos 200,000 and Pesos 50,000 in stock 
were put on the market. Owing to the panic, 
little was sold, but in November of that year 
work was commenced on a 5 ft. 6 in. seam on the 
west of the barrio of Batan and since that time 


tools and machinery of all kinds for repair 
shops, etc. Offices were built and a barrio laid 
out to accommodate 2,000 miners and their 
families. Development work has been carried 
on continuously until over half a million tons 
have been blocked. One feature of the mine is 
its freedom from gas. 

The harbor of Batan is located west of the 
Rapu Rapu Straits between Batan and the Rapu 
Rapu islands, is practically landlocked and well 
protected and secured from bad weather. There 
is an average of 54 feet of water with mud 
bottom. 

It is now proposed by the company.to con- 
tinue the development at the rate of 1,800 tons 
of coal a day and to increase the capacity of the 
plant until it is capable of an output of from 
1,000 to 2,000 tons daily. Already orders have 
been placed for more than 1,000 tons a day 


to light the mine throughout by electricity. 


The installation of this machinery will greatly 


reduce the force of laborers in the mine and at 
the same time greatly increase the production. 

Lighting the mine with electricity will not 
only facilitate the work below ground, but at 
the same time eliminate the present costly 
system of lighting with candles. This new sys- 
tem will also enable us to light up the plant out- 
side the mine, making it possibile to work the 
mine as well as dispatch ships either night 
or day. 

This system will enable all the mechanical 
part of the plant to be concentrated at one 
central station, so that thesame force of engineers 
and firemen will do the work of the several 
stations as arranged at present, thus greatly 
reducing the operating expenses, and relatively 
increasing the efficiency of the plant.

all the energy of the company has been concen- 
trated there with splendid results. As the 
workings go deeper the quality of coal improves 
until at the present time the average consump- 
tion of Batan Coal is very little in excess of the 
Australian product. In July, 1908, a syndicate 
was organized in Cebu to purchase the remaining 
treasury stock at par value. This syndicate 
not only purchased the stock but also took 
sufficient private stock to give it controlling 
interest. Then began a vigorous policy of 
development and there were added to the plant 
more lighters to expedite the coaling of ships, 
a wharf 300 feet long with plenty water along- 
side to accommodate the largest ship in the world 
with a railroad from the mine to the wharf 
equipped with two locomotives and 50 2-ton 
cars to expedite the handling of the product. 
Besides there were secured additional track 
and cars for the mine work, pumps, hoists, 


without solicitation. To carry out this plan the 
East Batan Coal Mining Company has been 
organized with a capital stock of Pesos 3,000,000 
and a purchase made of the old company’s 
property for Pesos 2,000,000. This leaves Pesos 
1,000,000 of the capital stock of which it is 
proposed to put 8,000 shares on the market at 
par value of pesos 50 a share. This amount is 
estimated sufficient to carry out the project and 
equip the mine for future needs. It is also 
proposed to distribute the balance of the treasury 
stock among the shareholders purchasing the 
new issue at a later date. 

The coal is sold at the mines at the rate of 
Pesos 6.50 a ton and the cost of producing being 
about Pesos 3.20 under present methods. 

It is the desire of the Directors to install a 
complete electric plant at the mines, using 
electrical coal-cutting machines, electric coal 
gathering equipment, and electric pumps, and 


The excessive rates charged by the Inter- 
Island steamers to move cargo coal to ports 
within the islands and the lack of equipment 
on these steamers for handling cargo coal, will 
necessitate the company procuring, by purchase 
or otherwise, suitable steamers for placing car- 
goes of coal at the various markets within the 
islands. Coal for foreign ports, however, may 
be transported by foreign ships. From such 
ships we already have very low rates of trans- 
portation. 

494,209 tons of coal, of the market value’ of 
about P5,000,000, were imported into the Phil- 
ippine Islands during the past fiscal year. ~ 

With the proposed new equipment, the greater 
part of this coal can be supplied from the mines 
of “The East Batan Coal Mining Company,”’ 
and the millions of pesos paid for same thus be 
kept in the Philippine Islands, instead of going 
out of the country, as at present, . 
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It is proposed to extend the present wharf 
from 300 to 600. ft. and imerease the présent 
bunkers now in course of construction to a capa- 
city of 6,000 tons. Under this method we can 
load ships with bunker coal in a few hours 
while a cargo ship could be loaded with 6,000 
tons within 24 hours at a cost of a few cents per 
tom. 

The proposed extension to the present wharf 
as well as the leading bunkers will all be built 
of native hard lumber, of which the Company 
possesses abundance on its own lands adjoin- 
ing the harbor. 

The present wharf is built of dagan, and the 
proposed extension will be built of the same 
material—a native wood that resists well the 
teredo. 

These bunkers will be used for the storing of 
‘the coal as it comes from the mine, and will be 
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consumed. was only about 18% in excess of 
Australian. This coal was taken from the 
Government Mine on the west part of the Batan 
islands where a wharf and bunkers are being 
erected there and the Government has appro- 
priated $100,000 to carry on the work at the 
mine during the present year. About twenty 
vessels are now coaling at Batan and were it 
not for the limited equipment, many more would 
take advantage of the cheap coal available.

THE NEW PHILIPPINE HEMP STRIPPING 
MACHINE 


The new machine built for the Philippine 
Hemp Machine Company by the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company, Ltd., arrived 
in Manila last month and was installed on 
the Palomar Park grounds where extensive 
tests were made of its effectiveness and capacity. 
They were pronounced even more successful 
than anticipated. The new model, and the 
machine definitely decided upon, has twice 
the capacity of the first machine turned out 
by the company. It is built in conformity 
with the specifications made after years of

so constructed that vessels will take shipside 
delivery of their coal direct from the bunkers.

experience in working out the mechanism with 
a view to providing a maximum of strength 
with a minimum of weight. The machine 
was on exhibition every afternoon and attracted 
a large number of daily visitors while in Manila. 
It weighs about 2,000 pounds and has a capacity 
of 600 pounds of fine stripped hemp a day. 
The tests at Palomar were very satisfactory, 
but the company decided to make extended 
practical tests in the hemp fields before satisfy- 
ing themselves of its adaptability to all the con- 
ditions of operation.
